The seooion of Congress just ended distin- 
guished itself in a way that few persons aie 
aware of.

JrnoK KiNNER decided that Beckham eounty 
xfnh Tieckham county, and he is now liulding 
Court there; but as the Court of Appeals has 
decided that Beckhaiu county is only jwiitsof 
Lewis. Carter an<l Klliott- lhat it is not Reck- 
hatn county at all — it will !>«' interesting to 
know tlie outcome of .ludge Kinnek's decis- 
ions in a Court that doesn't exist. 



BscAUSK the Court of Appeals decided that 
it had no authority to upset the Legislative 
outrage in stealing the Governorship from 
General Taylok, who had been elected l>y the 
people, and giving it to Goebel, who had been 
defeated at the polls, there were some people 
who thought that Court would indorse surh a 
flagrant Legislative violation of the Constitu- 
tion as the Act ei-t>ating Beckham county. 

In reversing the judgment of theCarterCircuit 
Court in the agreed cases of Carter County v. 
Zimmermai^ and Zimmerman v. Brooks, the 
Court of Appeals declares that the Act creat- 
ing Beckham county from portions of Lewis, 
Carter and Elliott counties is unconstitutional 
and void, in that it violates Sections 63 and 64 
of the Constitution, which prohibit the reduc- 
ing of the area of the counties from which a 
new county is made to less than 400 square 
miles, their population to less than 12,000, and 
making the boundary line of a new county 
within ten miles of an old county seat. vVll 
of these provisions have been violated in the 
formation of Beckham county, the Higher Court 
declares.
